It is truly unconceivable that the classical fern Acrostichum marantae L. has up to 
now remained uncertain as to its proper systematic position. As already pointed out by 
Copland (Genera Filicum p. 66), the type of the genus Notholaena R. Br. should be N. 
distans R. Br. and that in Prodromus Florae Novae-Hollandiae R. Brown himself did 
hot actually make the combination Notholaena marantae (L.), to whom this binomial has 
been credited by almost all later authors, and remained in that genus until now. As far 
as I can see, Acrostichum marantae L. is certainly not a Notholaena, a genus of the chei- 
lanthoid ferns, but proves to be a gymnogrammioid fern, due to its sporangia being borne 


along the veins from the leaf-margin downward. Notholaena marantae (L.) Desv. has 
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a counterpart, N. delavayi (Bak.) C. Chr. in Yunnan, China, which was later renamed 
Gymnopteris delavayi by Underwood and considered not long ago as a variety of N. 
marantae by Tagawa (Acta Phytotax. et Geobot. 16: 74. 1956). It seems to be very 
strange that while transfering the Chinese species to the genus Gymnopteris, Underwood 
did not even compare it with Notholaena marantae (L.) Desv. from which it differs 
chiefly in the simply pinnate fronds, besides its ecological preference to basic soil.
